TEMPERANCE LECTURE. 

Piui.AnEi.ruiA, Pa., Jan. 8, 1879. 
Editor Journal: — On Sunday af- 
ternoon, December 22d, the temper 
ance meeting was held in the chapel. 
One of the pupils, the good advocate 
of our society, who graduated from 
this institution last summer, deliver- 
ed a good lecture on temperance, and 
read a letter, written by his pastor, 
Rev. NY. W. Barn, a speaking gentle- 
man, to the audience. This minister 
wishes our society success. The let- 
ter read as follows :

M Lsxm Y\"m. H. Lipsett : — My J>mr 
Yonng Friend — I am very glad to know 
that you are taking such a deep interest 
in the subject of temperance, and that 
you are trying to do good among the 
deaf-mutes, at the asylum. Tho Lord 
will reward you if you do this work, 
depending upon Him, and looking to 
Hun for His blessing. It is very 
gratifying to know that so many of 
the mutes have signed the pledge to 
abstain from the use of intoxicating 
liquors. One thing is certain, in re- 
lation to them, that if they keep this 
pledge, tliet/ trill neverj <n<nk- 

<trtls. I wish you would say to them 
from me as your friend, and their 
friend that I hope they will all strict- 

n their pledge, and, that they 
may do this, it is necessary for them 
to rely upon God's help. Any resolu- 
tions that we form in our own wisdom 
or strength will be quite likely to bo 
ttan and broken. But if we rely 
upon the grace and help of God, He 
will enable us to persevere. I wish 
you also to say to those dear young 
friends, that tho signing of the pledge, 
ami even the keeping of it, will not 
ss,\e them ; they are all sinners, like 
others, and need the blood of Christ 
them. Faith in tho Lord 
Jesus Christ, therefore, will save them, 
and nothing else can. Exhort them, 
therefore, to pome to Jesus just as 
they are, and just as He invites them 
to come, and thus coming they will 

veil. Believing in Jesus and 
loving Him, they will want to be 
obedient to Him, in all things, and so 
will not want to drink strong 
drink. Besides, believing injesus, He 
gives them a good nature, and enables 
them to crucify the old nature with its 
affections and lusts, and thus they 
will be able to control and keep under 
the appetite for strong drink. This 
is the true way, and the only really 
successful way, to he temperate in all 
things.
